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PETER'S PHILANTHROPY SETS 
STANDARD FOR PRESENT PLANS * 


(Mere Money No Solution for Evils of Poverty 


'And Suffering—Remaking Broken Lives 
.—-A Glimpse of Jerusalem. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


• Ererj* day's newspaper contains 
articles upon the world-wide prob- 
lem of relief for human need and 
Buffering. 
This has become the 
major Issue of our time. . Inci- 
dentally, that fact marks ' a, tre- 
mendous advance in the quality 
of public thinking. Christian Ideals 
of brotherhood 
and mutual re- 
•ponslbility have moved up into 
the .realm of statecraft. Many liv- 
ing persons can recall when prlv- 
ite suffering was not regarded as 
national problem. The poor were 
"!_ to.live or die as they them- 
. 'elves' could best manage. Now 
everybody is forced by law to ac- 
jce.pt the truth that he is his 
brother's keeper; and that we 
must obey the apostolic injunc- 
tion, "Bear ye one another's bur- 
dens." 


Our Lesson is a story. It set 
Old Jerusalem by the ears, and 
had sensational consequences. In 
the beginning it was the simple 
succoring of a lame man, a pro- 
fessional beggar, whose "pitch" 
was by the Beautiful Gate of the 
Temple. The whining beggar look- 
ed to Peter and John for a small 
coin—and got instead healing and 
a new life. 


A familiar Jerusalem Sight 
All visitors to Jerusalem who 


Triay be in the city on a Friday 
are taken to see the "Wailing 
Place of the Jews," .which Jews 
themselves 
call "The 
Western 


j Wall." The site Is a passageway 
alongside of a section of the ori- 
ginal wall of Solomon's Temple, 
and -so a sacred relic and re- 
minder of Israel's departed glory. 


• Of late, the popularity of prayer 
at the Western Wall has increas- 
ed so markedly that, when last 
there, I could scarcely make my 
way amidst the assembled crowd. 


* So!, have the. beggars also in- 
lereased. AH of the narrow, tortous 
way, from David Street to the 
Waning/Place, is lined with mis- 
erable mendicants—aged men and 
women and even little children. 
Borne are blind or lame or other- 
wile afflicted, and others are sim- 
ply beggars. Much criticism has 
been expressed over this practice, 
because it doea not fairly ropre- 
•eht the condition of Jewry in 
Palestine. 
Still, the line of beggars is true 
to the type of the old Orient. 
Theie /poor creatures seeking alms 


. from' worshippers at the Western 
Wall of the temple are in natural 
succession to the beggars by the 
eastern gate of the temple, two 


. thousand years ago. What the vis- 
itor to Jerusalem sees today is 
quite like what Peter and John 
•aw as '{hey went up to the tem- 


, pie; Poverty, and professionalized 
pauperism, reach depths in the 


- East which the West cannot un- 
derstand. One-clear difference be- 
tween the Christian West and the 
pagan East is the plight of. the 
poor,'and' the afflicted.. 
If the Church Should "Go Broke" 
This beggar was a veteran, a 


inan- of forty years of age, a fa- 
miliar sight to all worshippers. I 
can almost behold him now, as I 
hflivf so often seen his successors, 
watching the approach of Peter 
and John with a beggar's well- 
practiced look of supplication. He 
'-ranted a dole: he expected very 
'.ttle, for in the East the small- 
est "coins are still reserved large- 
ly for gifts to beggars. 
'• We may surmise somewhat of 
the financial status of the early 


- 
apostles by the fact that they 
could not afford even a beggr.r's 
pittance. Centuries later, a proud 
. prelate, displaying the magnlfi 


cence of his acclesiastical treas- 


v ure, boasted, "No longer can the 


Church say, 'Silver and gold have 
I none'." 
/ "So, sire," responded a cynical 
hearer: "neither can she now lay 
'Rise up and walk'." 
Every student of this Lesson 


parts to the giver 
Is a larger 


factor than the good it may do 
the recipient. Anybody is willing 
to give a dollar for tlxo glow of 
heart which comes from feeling 
one's self a philanthropist. The 
pleasure is cheap at the price." 
Too cheap, indeed. Real helpful- 
ness costs more, in a higher cur- 
rency than gold or silver or cop- 
per. Peter and John were not buy- 
ing bargains in self-satisfaction. 


The Shouting Cripple 


In a day when whole denomi- 
nations and congregations were 
paralyzed by their veneration of 
wealth, it is wholesome to recall 
the apostle who could give only 
their hand and the Gospel to the 
needy. Peter took the lame man's 
hand, as he had seen Jesus do. 


Used as they were to sensa- 
tions, the apostles found them- 
selves embarrassed by the tumult 
created by the miracle wrought 
by their Gift upon this poor man, 
who was more sadly crippled in 
his spirit than in his legs. 
The 


man had received new power in 
his feet and ankle bones, as Dr. 
Luke characteristically points out. 
More than that, though, he had 
received new joy in his heart and 
new power in his life; and it set 
him to leaping and shouting, re- 
gardless of conventionalities. His 
emancipation was spiritual, more 
than physical. 
Some Consequence* 


Everybody in Jerusalem knew 
that crippled beggar. He was a 
sort of city institution. So the 
news of his healing, and of his 
excited, irrepressible proclamation 
of the miracle, 
as 
he pranced 
about on his new-found legs, cre- 
ated a sensation. 
Peter and John were brought to 
book for their reaction. This gave 
them a chance to preach the Gos- 
pel which makes men new. With 
stern words flung into the teeth of 
the very murders of Jesus, they 
told again the Story. The authori- 
ties clapped them into jail for a 
day; but the trial merely gave 
the plucky preachers another op- 
portunity to proclaim their mes- 
sage. With startling courage, they 
did so; and we have the record. 
When thye beheld the boldness of 
Peter and John. - - - they took 
knowledge of them that they had 
been with Jesus." No timorous, 
trimming, 
time-serving Christian 
is ever thus identified with Christ. 
Life-changing and witness-bear- 


ing belong together. Putting new 
legs into a lame beggar built a 
pulpit for Peter that enabled him 
to win five thousand persons to 
The Way.

APPROPRIATIONS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. 


(fl>)—The 
largest 
military 


spending program 
in 
15 


years was started through 
congress today. 


The house appropriations 


committee wrote its okeh 
upon expenditure of $318,- 
131,482 by the army during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1936. It 
told the war department it might 
pledge an additional $7,686,753 for 
airplanes. The total recommend- 
ed was $48,815,548 more than the 
1935 
appropriations. 


The committee said 
it 
stood 
ready to provide additional funds 
if President Roosevelt takes ad- 
vantage of the authority the bill 
gives him to increase the army's 
strength from 118,750 to 165,000 
men 
Taking the navy into account, 
the committee's report said, the 
1986 
budget for national defense 


is approximately $100,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the largest regular annual 
appropriations made for national 
defense since the enactment of 
the budget law in 1921. The com- 
mittee's action on the navy supply 
bill has not yet been reported, but 
the budget approved by President 
Roosevelt called for 
$792,000,000 
for the two military branches. 
Budget Amount Raised. 


The commltee hosted the war 
department's 
military allowance 


$672,205 over budget recommenda- 
tions. Members of congress point- 
ed out that, once a money bill has 
weathered the appropriations com- 


mittee, its battle ia much more 
than half won. 


In addition to the contemplated 
outrage 
appropriations for 
the 
army and navy, they are slated to 
receive $20,000,000 each from pub- 
lie works funds to be brought In 
under a separate pending estim- 
ate. The army's slice of this mon- 
ey will be for construction at mil- 
itary posts, erecting an airdrome 
in Hawaii and for seacoast defen- 
ses.

Here is the text of President's 
message to congress on NRA: 


To the congress of the United 


States: 


On May 17, 1933, I asked the 


congress to "provide for the ma- 
chinery necessary for a great co- 
operative 
movement 
throughout 


all industry In order to obtain 
wide re-employment, to ^shorten 
the working week, to pay a de- 
cent wage for the shorter week 
and to prevent unfair competition 
and disastrous overproduction." 


The national industrial recov- 
ery act was passed by the con- 
gress in June, 1933, and the ad- 
ministrative machinery to carry it 
Into effect was set up during the 
succeeding month. 
It is worth remembering that 


the purpose of this law challenged 
the imagination of the American 
people and received their over- 
whelming support. 


Enforcement during the earlier 


life of the act was not a prob- 
lem which gave the country con- 
cern—for the very good reason 
that public opinion served as an 
enforcing agency which potential 
violators did not dare to oppose. 


The immediate objective was to 


check the downward spiral of the 
great depression and it met this 
objective and started us on our 
forward path. 


Estimates Too Low. 
It Is now clear that 
In 
the 


spring and summer of 1933 many 
estimates of unemployment in the 
United States were far' too low 
and we are therefore apt to for- 
get today that the national indus- 
trial recovery act was the biggest 
factor in giving re-employment to 
approximately 4,000,000 people, 
the age long curse of child labor 
has been lifted, the sweatshop out- 
lawed, millions of wage earners 
have been released from the star- 
vation wages and excessive hours 


a great advance has 


of labor. 


Under It 
been made in the opportunities 
and assurances of collective bar- 
gaining between employers and 
employes. Under It the pattern 
of a new order of industrial rela- 
tions Is definitely taking shape, 
Industry as a whole has also 


made gains. It has been freed, in 
part at least, from dishonorable 
competition 
brought 
about 
not 


only by overworking and under- 
paying labor but by destructive 
business practices. 


New Safeguards. 


We have begun to develop new 


safeguards for small enterprises- 
and most Important of all, busi- 
ness itself recognizes more clearly 
than at any previous time in our 
history the advantages and the 
obligations of co-operation 
and 


self-discipline, and the patriotic 
need of ending unsound financing 
and unfair practices of all kinds. 


Hand in hand with the Improv- 


ing of labor conditions and of in- 
dustrial practices we have given 
representation 
and 
consideration 


to the problems of the consuming 
public. 
And it is reasonable to staJte 


that with certain inevitable ex- 
ceptions in the case of Individual 
products there has 
been 
less 


gouging In retail sales and prices 


the emergency NRA which ex-

"We must rightly move to cor- 
rect some things done or left un- 
done," it said.

,n July, 1933. Since then approxi- 
mately 600 have been added. The 
average age of these codes of 
fair competition which have been 
approved—90 per cent of the cov- 
irable employments were under 
code—Is less than eleven months 
—a brief time indeed for the def- 
inite achievements already made. 
Only carping critics and those 
who seek either political advan- 
tage or the right again to in- 
dulge in unfair praoticcs or ex- 
ploitation of labor or consumers 
deliberately seek to quarrelt over 
the obvious fact that a great code 
of law, of order and of decent 
business cannot be created in a 
day or a year. 


More For Correction. 
We must rightly move to cor- 


rect some things done or left un- 
done. We must work ouit the co- 
ordination of every code with ev- 
ery other code. We must simplify 
procedure. We must continue to 
obtain current information as to 
the working out 
of code 
pro- 


cesses. 


We must constantly improve a 


personnel which, of necessity, was 
hastily assembled but which has 
given loyal and unselfish service 
to the government of the coun- 
try. We must check and clarify 
such provisions in the 
various 


codes as an 
puzzling to those 


operating under them. We must 
make more and more definite the 
responsibilities 
of 
all 
of 
the 


parties concerned. 


This act, which met in its prin- 


ciples with such universal public 
approval and under which such 
great general gains have 
been 


made, will terminate on June 16, 
next. 
The fundamental purposes and 


principles of the act are sound. 
To abandon them is unthinkable. 
It would spell the return of in- 
dustrial and labor chaos. 


Two Year Extension. 
I therefore recommend to the 


congress that the national indus- 
trial recovery act be extended 
for a period of two years. 
I recommend that 
the policy 


and standards for the administra- 
tion of the act should be further 
defined in order to clarify the 
legislative purpose and to guide 
the oxecution of the law, thus 
profiting by what we have 
al- 


ready learned. 


Voluntary submission of codes 


should be encouraged but at the 
same time, if an industry falls 
voluntarily to agree within Itself, 
unquestioned power must rest in 
the government to establish in 
eny event certain minimum stand- 
ards of fair competition In com- 
mercial practices, and, especially, 
adequate standards In labor rela- 
tions. 
For example, child labor must 


not be allowed to return; the fix- 
ing of minimum wages and maxi- 
mum hours is practical and nec- 
essary.

We must make certain that the

islation I call your attention to 
the obvious fact that the way to 
enforce laws, codes and regula- 
tions relating to industrial prac- 
tices Is not to seek to put people 
In jail.

SUBJECT OF ADDRESS 
FOR MEM BANQUET 


REV. THOMAS LENOX MAIN 
SPEAKER FOR METHODIST 


MEN'S BROTHERHOOD 


The Rev. Thomas Lenox, pastor 


of-the First Christian church, de- 
livered the principal address at 
the February meeting of the Men's 
Brotherhood banquet of the First 
Methodist church in the religious 
educational building at 7:30 Tues- 
day evening, using as his subject 
"Vessels of Honor." 
W. P. McCammon, immediate 


past president, had charge of the 
program, and the 
newly elected 
president, Boyce Martin, 
named 
W. H Norwood, superintendent of 
the public schools, 
as 
program 
chairman for the March meeting. 
It was announced by Rev. T. Ed- 
gar Neal, pastor of the church, 
that on account of the pre-Easter 
revival planned for the church, 
the April meeting will be post- 
poned. 
With Mrs. W. P. McCammon 


playing the accompaniment, H. E. 
Metcalf led in the singing of two 
verses of "Onward Christian Sol- 
diers," and the invocation 
was 


pronounced 
by Mr. 
Neal. 
A 
tempting 
dinner, 
consisting 
of 
baked turkey and dressing 
and 
gravy, turnips, sweet potatoes top- 
ped with marshmaHows, cranberry 
jelly, hot rolls, combination salad, 
pie and coffee, was prepared and 
served by the Missionary Society 
circles of Mrs. Joe B. Fortson and 
Mrs. A. A. Allison.

President Martin presented Pro- 
gram Chairman McCammon, who 
in turn introduced Mrs. A. L. Ab- 
sher and Mrs. Boyce Martin in two 
vocal duets, with Mrs. W. P. Mc- 
Cammon 
as 
the 
accompanist. 
Their numbers were "Whispering 
Hope" and a hymn, "Look for the 
Beautiful." 
President Martin then 
presented Mr. Neal. who introduc- 
ed the speaker of the evening 
Speaker Introduced. 
Mr. Neal made several good-na- 


tured facetious remarks about the 
speaker, and then recalled many 
pleasant experiences with pastors 
and members of that denomina- 
tion. Mr. Lenox said he was hap- 
py to be present and address the 
Methodist men, and responded to 
Mr. Weal's introduction with sever- 
al jokes, which were applauded. 


He took his text from a portion 


of Jeremiah, and announced his 
subject, "Vessels of Honor." 


Mr. Lenox conducted his hear- 
ers on a short walk from Jerusa- 
lem in Biblical time, and 
took 
them to a potter's house. 


"There we find the clay moist, 


elastic and pliable in the hands of 
.he pottor," he went on. "We find 
the wheel of the potter turning 
mder the touch of the master 
craftsman, who is trying to mold 
a vessel according to a definite 
plan and design in his mind. As 
we see the wheel spinning at a 
fast rate of speed, the potter is 
applying clay, and expects to mod- 
el a vessel of honor, and one of 
character, 
Falls In Fragment*. 


"We see the vessel fan to pieces, 


and fall In fragments at the pot- 
:n.r's feet. 
The potter doesn't go 


after new clay, but picks up the 
old and starts to mold it over 
again. The vision of the Lord ap- 
pears to him, and he compares the 
scene to Israel, with the people as 
the clay, the Lord the potter, try- 
Ing- to make those people into a 
vessel of honor," the speaker de- 
clared, 


"This message comes so near to 


;he heart, because so many times 
the people of Israel fell from the 
hands of God, into fragments, and 
often 
this symbolism has been 
used by writers." Mr. Lenox quot- 
ed Islah, Paul, Longfellow, Brown- 
ing and others as weaving that 
symbolism into their writings. 
"To rend all these similar appli- 


cations of the Old Testament sym- 
bolism haa convinced me of its 
universality," Mr. Lenox declared. 
"I want you to think for a min- 


ute, upon God as the potter, and 
as every human the clay. 
God 


has a definite plan for every life, 
nnd hopes to make each 
life a 
vessel of honor." 
We also find, 


however, 
'vessels 
of dishonor,' 


which are contrary to God's de- 
sires. 
God 
holds 
a 
masterful 


image—one of service and beauty 
antl grandeur—before us, and tries 
to fashion each character 
after 


that of Jesus Christ. 
Image Before Us. 


"God 
holds this image before 


us, and often it fails to make its 
imprint upon us. We fail to see 
that God means good for us, and 
sometimes we think it is evil 
He intends. 
"I want you to think for a few 


minutes, upon time or* circum- 
stances as the wheel upon which 
(lie potter works. On this wheel 
of time we find lives of honor, 
but too, we find it a wheel of 
tyranny, and lives are broken upon 
it. and therefore, it is a neutral 
wheel," the First Christian pastor 
continued. 
He showed by 
example 
that 


many times some of the greatest 
characters of history come from 
modest and 
even rude circum- 
stances, while on the other hand, 
others come from fine and great 
surroundings. 
For instance, the 


speaker pointed to the lowlv and 
humble beginning of Lincoln, and 
How's Your Stomach?

Davisson said he was 
informed 25,000 Texas cars were 
registered in California alone. 


County judges of Travis and 
Hays counties opposed any slash. 


Will Burnet, Hays county judge, 
said the proposed reductions would

would prohibit extensions. 
Representative C. C. Cannon of 
Honey Grove said lower fees would 
result It as much, or more, reve^ 
nue as now collected.

dictment were that Outlaw went 
to his house the afternoon of Feb. 
8, and at that time it was agreed 
that Braddock would testify he 
saw Stafford run out of Kitchen's 
office with his hand in his hip 
pocket: that he heard Cato call:
